It is designed to eliminate prac 
tices now in existence in Bristol 
where from 15 to 17 migrant lab 
orers, including their families, are 
crowded into what was built as a 
one-family residence.

He 
will tell the court about the Nazi 
“ Operational Groups” 
(Einsatz­ 
gruppen). 


He was president of the Nur 
emberg war crimes tribunal in 
1946 and 1947 which tried 21 of 
their leaders and sentenced 14 of 
them to hang. 


In the office of the Israeli at­ 
torney general in the Jerusalem 
courthouse, Musmanno was intro­ 
duced to Mrs. Rivka Yosilevska. 
She had just testified to the Eich­ 
mann court how she escaped from 
a mass grave after already being 
shot and left for dead by a Nazi 
extermination group. 


Preside* At Trial 


Musmanno said he told Mrs. 
Yosilevsk, “I was presiding judge 
in the Einsatzgrupped trial at 
Nuremberg.’’ 


She replied, “Thank you, Sir. 
You have vindicated m e.” 


“I thought at one time that the 
whole world was against us and 
that no one cared for us any­ 
more,” she added. “Now that I 
have met you I am greatly en­ 
couraged. This has been a great 
uplift to m e.” 


Earlier, Musmanno called on 
Israeli Chief Justice Itzhak 01- 
shan, who explained the reasons

why Israel claims the right to try 
Eichmann for the murder of six 
million Jews.

Nazis Used 


Spinning Top 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - The 
Nazis invented a special ordeal— 
“the spinning top” torture—for 
Jews 
in 
French 
concentration 
camps, a witness testified at the 
Adolf Eichmann trial today. 


Dr. Georges Welers, professor 
of physiology at the Sorbonne in 
Paris, said he saw this special 
torture while he was interned in 
a camp at Drancy, near Paris. 
Rene Blum, brother of former 
French Premier Leon Blum, was 
a fellow inmate. 


The plight of the captives be­ 
came much worse when a new 
Nazi commander, Alois Brunner, 
arrived at the camp, Wellers said. 


“They left no stone unturned to 
terrorize the inmates,” he said. 


“They invented the spinning top 
torture. A short stake would be 
driven into the ground. The Jews 
would be forced to put their right 
hand on the stake and hold their 
left hand before them. Then they 
were ordered to run around the 
stake as fast as they could while 
the Germans beat them with 
truncheons. 
“About three times around the 
stake was about all a man could 
endure, but the Germans made 
them go around ten times if they 
had not fainted first.”

said, put the data from every 
school district in Pennsylvania 
through a Univac machine in Har­ 
risburg. 
“We found out,” he said, "that 
every school district is spending 
about the same per pupil for 
administrative costs, small dis­ 
tricts as well as big districts 
Expenses Not Same 
However, 
he 
said, 
expenses 
were not the same for the courses 
that were offered. Small districts 
Dr. Christie said, were spending 
$14 per pupil for every course 
whereas larger districts spent only 
seven dollars per pupil. 
“ The small schools offer only 
35 courses to secondary school 
students,” he said. “But the larg­ 
er 
districts 
offer 
about 
60 
courses.” 
Dr. Christie also said that the 
committee report seeks to give 
the curriculum depth 
with 
the 
minimum 
adequate number 
of 
courses, give it breadth with spe­ 
cial classes for remedial and gift 
ed students, guidance counsellors 
and librarians, and give it length 
with the opportunity for higher 
education.

Laos Peace 


Talks Snagged 


VIENTIANE, Laos (U PI)-T he 
government of Laos started work 
ing with a three-nation peace 
team today but leaders of the 
pro-Communist r e b e l s turned 
their backs and flew off to Ge­ 
neva. 
The rebel action handicapped 
the reactivated International Con­ 
trol Commission right at the start 
of its mission to cool off the Lao­ 
tian crisis. 
The commission — composed of 
India, Canada and Poland — ar­ 
rived yesterday to help fix, super­ 
vise and control a cease fire 
which has been in effect since 
last Wednesday.

Thomridge, 
Levittown; was named last June 
to succeed Harry Waterbor, who 
resigned because of ill health. 
Corroboration 
Owles charges that a vote at a 
public meeting was never taken 
to seat Kaufmann. His charge was 
corroborated 
this 
morning 
by 
school board solicitor T. Sidney 
Cadwallader 2nd. attorney Fred­ 
erick Bebbington, 
Cadwallader s 
associate, board president Brad­ 
shaw Snipes, another board mem­ 
ber and the official school board 
minutes. 
Owles told the Courier-Times to­ 
day that he called Deputy Attor­ 
ney General James Killian in Har­ 
risburg for a ruling on the school 
code sections 
that he 
(Owles) 
claims substantiate his charge. 
According to Owles, Killian said 
the code is explicit and must be 
followed. Killian pointed out that 
the state does not take any legal 
action to unseat an improperly 
seated board member, Owles re­ 
ported. 
Local Action Required 
The deputy attorney

“To the extent that the minutes
